And yet becauſe the 
cited Scriptures, and perhaps alſo the Poſitions them- 
(| felves, ma 7 ſeers too numerous for Joung beginners 3 
st may be convenient to wake choice of ſeme of the more 
eaſy and important Notes, with ſome of the moſÞ nee 
ceſſary Proofs, for the firſt Eſſay ; and afterwards to 
| have reconrſe to the remainder , as further occaſion 
and abilities hall invite. 2 

The next thing endeavoured, was Plaineſs : and 
for tat reaſon, all citations of humane Anthors , and 
ther curioſities of Learning, are wholly forborn, And 
k|- ro make the Expoſition yet more plains the Teacher is 
to be intreated, in hs illuſtrating the Points 10 be 
proved, to give ſome familiar diſcovery of their confor- 
mity to the words or ſcope of the Marginal Texts, 
aiſtinty pointed to for that purpoſe. 

The laſt thing projefed, was the delineation of ſuch 
|" a compaſs of Offatechiſtical Doftrines , as might ſuf- 
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Feiently evidence this fort CATECHISM to be 
F zmprovable to a more diffuſive uſe in the Church, than 
only to capacitate Youth for the Rite of Confirmation ; 
as was, it ſeems, at the firſt intended, . 

In a word, it was deſired that ſome ſmall Mannal 
of Cateclsſtical Obſervations might be found in the 
hands of young Chriſtians ; which being by the direftion 
of the in(lruiter, and care of Parents and Governoaurs, 
competently learned in ſmall portions, might enable 
thoſe Youths to return underſtanding Anſwers to all 
ſuch Dnefions as ſhould naturally ariſe from the Ob 
ſervations proponnded. . | 

And if, after this, the Catechiſt ſhall pleaſ@to frame 
the reſiane of his Diſcourſe upon theſe ſubjetts , to the 
capacity and expettation of the reſt of his Auditory ; 
theſe performances together may (by Ged's bleſſing ) 
become a lopeful means both 10 deliver ſome aged 
Hearers from their inveterate ignorance, and this moſt 
neceſſary ſervice of Catechizaiion alſo from the con- 
tempt of being reputed work. onely for Children.
